1. We have received two complete FID forms 164 from мг. ЕВР 
of Middleboro, Massachusetts. . Не has requested an 


Force evaluation on these two sightings. 


2. The sighting of 1 March 196418 evaluated as mininterpretation 
of conventional objects. Тһе duration of one hour 41 mimtes con- 
tains several sightings of multiple objects. No time motion se- 
quence can be interpreted from the data presented. Some charac- 
teristics of balloons, aircraft, and astronomical bodies are pre- 
sent. The motion and relation to various objects is confusing. 
The duration of each object was omitted. Should Mr de- 
sire а more complete evaluation, it is suggested that he report 
each object separately. 


3. Regarding the sighting of 5 June 1964, these observations were 

of four distinct objects with curation of 1, 5, and ‘© seconds. 1% 
is likely that 3 of the 4 objects observed were meteors, While the 
fourth object was not described in sufficient detail for analysis,
